Burrun, corrupted fronr Varna, colour, 
caste; a tribe or caste. The pecu- 
liar mode or constitutive particu- 
larly of each tribe. 

Burrun sunker, corrupted from Varna 
jancara, i.e. of mixed caste. The 
general denomination of all the 
tribes produced by the jntermixture 
of two different tribes. These are 
vhostly artisans,

If he throw 
up his lands and emigrate, he may, 
on his return, resnme possession, 
though, if his absence have extended 
to a great number of years, not 
without some compensation to the 
actual occupant; but neither the 
term of years entitling the occupant 
to such compensation, nor the 
amount of it, is defined. The Khote 
cannot of right exact from the 
Dhareurree one day’s labour in eight, 
as customary with the other tenures.

The connection of 
Goondee is reckoned stronger than 
that of blood, The parties are 
bound to give up all they have, 
and even their lives, for each other. 
A Goondee between two chiefs is 
not dissolved even by a war between 
their tribes; they may make bat- 
tle on each other, but as soon 
as the contest is over their friend- 
ship is renewed.

Goorait, a village servant, whose 
business it is to convey intelligence 
to and from the police thanas, 
and who perform generally the 
duties of a peon or messenger. 

Goorakhee, or Goraxa, of the Soodra 
and Kansikar caste of Hindoos; 
whose office it is to attend cattle 
at pasture, 

Goorago padshah, in the Packapoor 
talook, a Mahratta who, though 
not a Brahmin, performs Brahmi- 
nical offices in temples situate in 
villages in which, from the remoid 
situation, unhealthy climate, or 
othor cause, no Brahmin will take 


up his permanent residence. See 
Marshall’s Political Reports. 
Goorchurra, or Ghora charha, ca- 


valry. 

Goor googree, a cess on account of. 
one cake of goor demandable from 
each patch of sugar cane, whether 
large or small. 

Gooram, the hammer of a gun, 
against which the flint strikes. 

Goorea, a confectionor; in Onttack 
a slave of pure caste. 

Gooreekee, a tax levied on the Kusha 
of Nundoorbar, on person whose 
business it is to take the cattle 
out to graze. 

Goorka. See Garaca. 

Goeroo, a spiritual instructor; a 
priost; a family priest, a chaplain : 
a futher, confessor, a spiritual tea.

cher or guide. 
Gooroo mookhi, (Gooroo, a teacher ; 
mookhi, belonging to the mouth.) 
A pupil; one hanging on the lips 
of a tutor. «A yencrated word or 
command from the mouth of a 
teacher, 

Gooroova, a plough. See Gorrn. 

Gooroo wunchurai, (Ciro, a party; 
and yana chara, foresters.) A col- 
lection from strangers who graze 
cattle in the districts of Knurda and 
Ankola.

Gooruwu, a caste estimated below 
Soodras, but who aro chiefly en- 
gaged in offices connected with the 
tem ples. 

Gooshwarah, an abstract of the chit- 
tahs, prepared from those docu- 
ments when they are completed. 

Gooshwarah kabooliat, a short or ab- 


siract counterpart of a leaso or 
agreement. 
Gooloo, a license by custom paid for 


as much honcy and beeswax as 
may be found by the renter in 
particular forests or mountains, 

Gootta, or Gutta, rent, dues, lease. 

Gootly, the country of India; the 
town and digbrict, north of Bellary. 

Goozarat, possession, holding, (in 
charge,) Intervention, or hands, 
Atani Guzarat, through him, by 
his hands. 

Goozasht, or Guzasht, the title deeds 
to an estate. (It is relinquished.) 
An order for the relinquishment of 
a public claim. See Gosauht. 

Goozranee, livelihood, subsistence. 

Goozvee, oa markct, the goozree at 


Madras is called the thieving 
Bazar. . 
Gopuram, the tower or lofty gate 


of a pagoda, also called Gali gopu- 
ram, a porch; a steeple. 

Gor, from, a grave. 

Gorace zumcen, a mixed soil of sand 
and fine red earth, the latter pre- 
dominating, producing all kinds of 
grain excepl wheal and rico, On

Gosaeens, a class of Hindoo religi- 
ous mendicants. The term is very 
vaguely applied; but when indica. 
ting any particular order, it denotes 
in Hindostan certain worshippers 
of Vishnu. In the South it more 
frequently denotes followers of Siva. 
In Enurnool, Gosaeens are often 
bankers and money lenders, some 
assert that they trade on behalf of 
certain Mahants or Monasteries. 

Gosamee tupusvee, allowance for a ° 
Cosaeen. 

Gosausht, the amount deducted from 
the rents of Government, when the 
lands are given up to the propric- 
tors. See Guzasht. 

Gosawees, or Gosaeen, a sort of 
Friar; a caste of Hindoos, called 
also Goruksh, Muchindra, and Ka- 
neepha. The Duree Gosawee, and 
men of the Jogee caste, sing songs 
in honour of Bhyruwunat, the mes- 
senger of the gods, and beg alms, 
beating the drum. The Ravul caste 
are manufacturers of coarse cloths 
and tape. 

Gosha, or Ghosha, sccrecy. Gosha 
manihi, a woman who diyells in a

seraglio or harem, who is locked up . Gowda manyams, 


in privacy. Properly, Gosha nisheen, 
she who sitsin a corner. A corner, 
retirement, the word. is applied to 
Mahomedan females of respectabi- 
lity who never appear in public. 

Goshwarra, a general statement, a 
summary, an abstract, an Index. 

Gotra, family, lineage, kin, a tribe 
or family descended frem a com- 
mon ancestor, and distinguished by 
a common name. The Gotram in- 
eludes all who are blood relations, 
forbidden to intermarry, being with- 
in the prohibited degrees. “ Anya 
gotraca’ an alien: one of another 
family. 

Goucheer, oy Gaochurrun, the graz- 
ing or pasture land common to the 
village cattle, and which includes 
all that is unfit for cultivation, and 
unoccupied by buildings, tanks, 
voads, rivers &e. 

Goulee, the cowkeeper caste, he who 
keep cows, and sell milk, butter, 
ghee, dc. Ahair, Kokanee, and 
Lingaet Gowlees follow the same 
occupation. 

Goundla, the name of a tribe of 
toddy drawers. 

Gour, (Ganda, headman,) in Coim- 
batore, head men of villages, See 
Potail and Meerassadars. 

Gourkas, a levy of one-third of a 

ice, or some small sum, on each 
bullock-load of grain. 

Gourvo, or Gaura, white, fair com- 
plexioned. See Gooroo. 

Gousains. See Gosaecns. 

Gouzrain. See Guzran. 

Gova, the town of Goa. 

Gova phal, the guava fruit, 

Gow, (Mahr. Gao, and Telugu, 
Amada,) a distance of two coss, or 
about four miles, but in southern 
India the Gow is reckoned at four 
coss. See Shakespearc Hind, Dict. 
page 2040. 

Gowa, or Gawhh, a witness. 

Gowala, a cattle grazier. or cowherd. 
“Gowaleea’” applies to tho indivi- 
dual only, but “ Rubaree” to a dis- 
tinct caste.

Gundy, a small sum taken from the 
ryots on the oceasion of the mea-

The story regarding 
their origin states that when ihe 
Musulmans first took possession of 
Comhaconum, tha Hindoos who 
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refused to become Musulinans were 
foreed to pay for the liberly of 
wearing the top knot: in which 
every MTindoo binds his hair: those 
who persisted in retaining this 
knot being taxed one rmpeoe per 
month, On the other hand the 
Musuhnan ruler ordered that every 
one who would consent to wear a 
beard, like the Musuhuans showd 
receive a bounty of one rupee per 
mouth. As they still woald not 
submit to be civeumcised he laid a 
snare for them~ invited them all to 
his house at tho khootha feast and 
ag fast as they como in he caused 
thom to be vireumeiyed. Thus por- 
fovee they became Musulmans, 
The word zonangi is of unknown 
origin: hut is imagined to be env- 
rapted from the Tamil shonahar 
which tho Tamil Diet. vol. 2, p, 890,

Jucdied, or Jadid, new, a new ryot 
or settler in a village. 

Judwul ushi, or Jadwalknshi, the 
business of drawing or ruling lines 
in a book, 

Jug, a sacriticial ceremoney. 
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at the Custom-house. 

Jnhez, or Jahaz, a bride’s portion, 
whatever a wife carrics with her to 
her husband’s house; dower, para- 
phernalia. 

Jujman, or Yajaman, the institution 
of a religious coremoney, or a person 
assisted and guided hy a priest ad 
the time of performing sacerdotal 
ceremonies, and for whose advan- 
tage they are performed. 

Julgar gotta, rent of the privilege of 
searching for particles of gold found 
in the streets or among the ashes 
from the crucibles of the gold- 
smiths’ shops.
